Manila, Oct. 10.—Thirty peraons are known to have lost their 
live* St the result of a tycoon which swept over the Cagayan 
Valley, according to a telegram received to-day from the 
Cagayan provincial constabulary commander. 

The report added that although the typhoon occurred a week 
ago. many secUona of Cagayan Province still remain shut off 
from com’muniration and the death-list may be increased largely 
when complete report* are rceeived. 

The typhoon sank many launches and sailboats and bun* 
dreda of amall houses were tom from their foundations and 
carried away.

Edgar Allen Poe, Walt 
WMttnan and the Ancient Greek 
poets, and wrote over twenty volumes 
ef orlglnel poetry and a number of 
books on the theory of verslflcatton. 
During the civil war he joined the 
Coihmunist Party, but he wrote no 
Communist postry*
